The other 
lOM^^jgn for the break was that 
cerf^^^^pjl acts" threaten nff the 
Ireedoni of the i.rei<." had Ik-.* com 
initted. The inci.«t notable of these 
ihc Daily Mail incident when the 
lii'intin); staff of that paper refused to 
11.II0W the editorial board to publish an 
article " For KhiB and Country 
Under thpse circumstances :t was 
round distasteful to certain cabinet 
mitilstcrs to carry in, .and It is claim 
fd tlicy threatened to hand in theii 
rcsicnat:onF unless negotiations with 
the strikers were broken off. 

Tho Dally Mall Incident was really 
a trivia! matter and wa* due to the 
action of a score of men who were act 
ing- against the Instruct onj- of their 
own trades union. It v.-aa even re- 
Menl«d by their own Trades Unionist* 
Vet the action of these men Indeed 
WHS partly responsiljlo for the Go^'er^ 
lucnfs attitude, and Haldwin later 
confessed as much in the Housed 

The General Council was at the time 
negotiating with the minors' leaders 
and It appeared as though an agn.c- 
ment along the lines of the Jlirken- 
liead formula wa.s possible. There 
was, therefoie general consternation 
among the rankn of the labor leaderw 
when the GoA-ernmcnt decision reached 
them. They tried to diselaim respon- 
sibllliy for the "overt a.-tw" and pro- 
tested against the ult^mutum. When u 
delegation \va« .seni to Downing St. to 
Inform Baldwin of this it was too late 
The Govei-ninciit had departed. 

Another factor to be considered is 
tliat tho Government wu» Uy no means 
taken unawares l..v Um- 'iodaiatlun of 
the General .Strike, i^reparations had 
been goin»? on for a long time to cope 
with Just such an emergency, and this 
fact probably gave Mr. iialdwin a 
sense of false pocurlly. Ji wa.s a hasty 
.>*tcp. Baldwin should not have taken 
up llie fe'uantlet cast down by the 
lii ltiters of the JDaily Wall. 

On May 4lh. a million and a half 
workere exclusive of the eoal iniiiern 
liad Blruck work. At the height of the 
slrlko the total number of men out of 
work Kim approximately two million 
three hundred thousand. The general 
Council lUKi an elaborate organiza- 
tion to contract, tho strike. The un- 
;l)nlmity of the n-.-ponse of thr «ork- 
ntH to the call of the Gonera! Council 
was remarkable. a>h©y rose almost lu 
a body to support the first Genera 
Strike. 

The other pha«e,s of the strike wcie 
adequately dealt with by the speaker, 
who told ill Kiapliic manner of the 
gradual break-down of the movement 
due to the whole hearted supiwrt of 
the volunteer worker, .md others who 
responded wholeheati diy lo what thoy 
(iinsldcred on attack on the constitu-. 
tlon. in concluding Qotdcnborg 
cinlnicd that u General Strike could 
.only succeed where jniblir opinion 1» 
flubstantlaly In favor of itM jiurpoKcs. 
Jt must be subordliuUed to tlie gener- 
al intereste of tho community.

Religious Education Sets up 
Standard of Living and 
Morals 



■;Our.s Is the responsibility of pus- 
sing on the heritage of civilisation 
civeii MH by our j)re(lecessor8," .snid 
-Mr.s. I'almer Burgess, head of the 
Children's Work Hoard of the Religi- 
ous liklucation Association of Quebec 
at a meeting of S.C.A. of It.V.C. 
ye.sterday . 

"Uefore us have come countless 
generations— countless will come 
after, and ours is the respoiislblllly 
of pa.sslng on the heritage of clvlliza 
tlon given us by our predecessoi-s 
What would happen if tor one genera- 
tion We did not pass it on'/" 

It Is difficult to say what is the 
greatest factor in our civilization but 
.unquestionably our religious Inherit- 
ance Is of vital ImporVance. Judges 
in the Juvenile fourts of the States,' 
where there has been so much juve- 
nile deliqulncy say, "We consider the 
lack of religious ediication In early 
childhood, outdistances all other 
«niHi-s of this." Hallglou.s education 
sets up a standard of living and 
morals not given ?ny other way. In 
the past the home supplied such edu- 
cation but now It .seems to hîive 
shoved it onto the church which l)e- 
lore had heavy enough load and conr 
Kequently does not sufficiently fiil- 
llll this responsibility. 
• AVe can easily think out theories for 
liiiprov>;nient Init If we .slop here no- 
thing will be (lone. However lately 
more attention has been paid to so- 
cial Christianity. We no longer regard 
It as just a belief but as a way of liv- 
ing loi' ivliich we need much skill. 
And, too, a scarrh is being made 
everywhere today for the real Christ 
as he lived and walked among us, but 
we are still hiuidlcapped In our child- 
ren's work because He Is so hidden by 
tradition. A leading educallonullsl de- 
clared that all the vital things of our 
life are determined before the first 
six years. The children seldom come 
to .Sunday .School till then which it: 
one unul liandioup, and then wllen 
I hoy do l oll).' it is only for a few 
hourii out of liie .-itveu days of the 
week, 

The ijpeaker went on to say that a 
IiroKi'Uin had been designed to suppie- 
iii 111.. .Suiid.iy .S>.lioi)l Work by or- 
Kaiii/.iiig ihe ehllilrcn into special 
firoupp, through their Imagination get- 
ting Iheiii interested In building up a 
code of living from what they learned 
of Clirlst's life. Tlii» soiindK rather 
beyond a child's gra.sp but really is 
not so. They work out a code of 
practical Chrbiltan life at home, at 
school, and at play. Children would 
much rather do ihliigH like this than 
listen to lessons from others. Thon 
thoy have explorations of the world. 
Thoy learn of children of othcrlands, 
their environment and viewpoint, 
their lurituge and ambition, nol wilh 
il Kuperloi' attitude but with a view ol 
creating a bond between them all.

Russian Writer Considered 
Equal of Homer and 
Chaucer 



Aksnklov, the Russian author was 
discussed 'by Professor Carleton W. 
Stanley. .M.A. last night In Association 
lall. This is the second free lecture 
which the Pi-ofessor has given in 
Montreal. This cour.sc of lectures is 
an endeavor to facilitate the contact 
of young, men, women and the general 
public with keen students of literature 
from whom they might gain advico 
and liispir.nion concerning l)ooka that 
may be read with pleasure, and not 
without profit. 

Professor Stanley endeavored to im- 
press his audience with the flavor of 
the author. He .stated that although 
everyone considers Altsaklov as a no- 
velist, yet in the strict sense of the 
word, he is not e.\actly one. A few of 
his book.s are spoken of as biographies 
or as memoirs but Professor Stanley 
impressed his audience that they were 
nothing of the .fort. Aksaklov intro- 
duces us into the Immédiate world of 
an author, a new world. He .seems to 
Introduce his world to us through a 
window and not through a printed 
pa«e. This window-like quality which 
he possesses Impresses Professor Stan- 
ley as being an equal to Homer, Chau- 
cer and other great writers. 

Aksaklov was born In the European 
p.-u-t of Russia In 1781. The district 
where he was born is situated near 
one of the tributaries of the Volga 
lllvcr near the Ural Mountains. This 
district wa« then Inhabited by Mo- 
hammedan tribes who spoke throe 
languages and none of these languages 
were Russian. Consequently Aksaklov 
could not speak or wi-Ite Russian until 
he was quite advanced in ago. He 
was born In quite a large city which 
was then the home of the central gov- 
ernment. 

The lnhablt.antH were not only Ignor- 
ant of the Jlusslnn language but were 
also Innocent of Christianity but never- 
theless, Aksaklov was a Cliristlan. ili.s 
education wa.s quite elementary al- 
though he did go through one of the 
universities of Russia. He first stu- 
died the catechism of the Catholic 
Church but he did not like tills very 
much so he stopped studying It. lie 
also studied niatheinalIeH lint ihl.s only 
included the four priiieipal rules, 
namely, division, /nultlpllcatlon, uddl- 
tlon and substraction. Here he first 
learnt the itusslan language thorough- 
ly ami also French to a very sinall ex- 
tent. He also studied how lo mount 
butlerflles. 'I'liis was all the educa- 
tion that he received. 

Although his university course was 
veiy elenjentury, yet he uQjjId make 
masterly criticisms of books and au- 
thors. He ihen became a writer of 
some repute. He received a govern- 
ment aupolntmont as an interpreter of 
foreign languages and afterwards as a 
press-censor In Moscow. His first 
lllerory activity was in the theatre but 
all his writings were then copied most- 
ly from the i-'rem-li.

Despite all the grumblings against 
the holding of a rooters' practice, his- 
tory W!ia made yesterday afternoon 
when well over 1300 .students presented 
themselves at the Perdval Molson .Me- 
morial Stadium to cheer on their team 
In its final practice for Its big game 
on Saturday. Of course, one reason 
tor this record turn-out was the fact 
,that It was necessary to attend this 
practice to obtain tickets at reduced 
rates .for .Saturday's game. Then 
again, there were many keen support- 
ers of the team who took this oppor- 
tunity of slKlnç up McGIlI's chances 
for the championship. The result wa.1 
thA a very peppy practice was held. 
Long before the appointed hour .stu- 
dents began to stream Into tho Sta- 
dium and by four-thirty the bleachers 
were practically filled by an enthusia- 
stic mob. 

Before the .actual practice began, 
the cheer leader, Bobby Bell, made It 
clear to the "thundering thousand" 
why they were being charged admis- 
sion to the game. Coach Frank 
Shatighncssy then came up to speak to 
the boys^. In a few cho.sen words he 
showed just how much the cheering 
■and support of the students in the 
stands helped to win the game. He 
felt confident of the outcome of Sat- 
urday's game lind urged the boys to 
come up and watch tho team practice 
next week for the Queen'.s game. He 
ihèn went ijack to his task and' the 
rooters began to strut their .stuff. 

Under the leader.ship of Bobby Bell 
the rooters ran through many old and 
new yells and songs. "Lucky Day," 
Skyrocket" and "Choo choo" were fea- 
tured. The practice only lasted for a 
few minutes but then the excitement 
began. 

As .loon as the practice was oyoi-, 
there was a miul rush of 1300 stu- 
dents for the Pine Ave exit to secure 
tickets. For well over an hour hun- 
dreds of student pushed and bucUed, 
were pushed back and forth, were 
crushed In tho mad stampede of fron- 
isled students, and finally came out 
dishoveilod and sore, the proud pos- 
Hcsaois of small yellow" tickets. 

So great was tho pressure of the mob

torn from Its foundations and shoved 
right Into tho middle of rino Ave. A 
section of the fence wa.s also torn 
down. Hats were smashed In, coats 
were ripped, fountain-pens and 
watches were ruined, and ntaiiy articles 
of value wore lost. 

This event will Iohh live in the ino- 
niorles of the participants and they 
will always remember their struggle 
for tho Alcaill-Varatty play-off tickets. 
It Is expected that there will bo an- 
other jam In thu Union today when 
Iheae men will eouie to exchuiige Iheir 
tickets for reserved seats.

TONG DYNASTY ONE 
OE THE GREATEST 
PERIODS OP ART 

Dr. Binyon Addresses Large 
Crowd in Moyse Hall 



"One of the greatest periods of art 
in the whole world, was during the 
Tung dynasty." declared Mr. Laurence 
Binyon in an address before a large 
crowd In the Moyse Hall yesterday 
evening. 

The speaker who I.s curator of Ori- 
ental palntlnss and manuscripts in llie 
British .Museum, went into some de- 
tail to show, how the Chinese painter 
endeavored to give mere Impression- 
ism in an. whereas the Western artist 
tried to portray actualities on the can- 
vas. 

"Rhythm Is not mechanieai succes- 
.sion." declared the speaker, "but It Is 
like the movement of a dancer. It be- 
longs to the essence of life, and creates 
a sense of liberty. 

"The Sung dynasty which followed 
the Tung Dynasty was marked by a 
more contemplative and intimate mood 
and was much more lyric." continued 
'^l? ^^'ho ii'so made mention of 
the keen respect for nature which has 
always e.\i.sted in the Chinese race. 

U was suggested by .Mr. Binyon, that 
to get a proper Idea of the mentality 
of the Chinese poet one should read 
the works of Wordsworth. whU h might 
just as have been spoken by one of 
the .Sung artists. "Laiuiseape wtuj 
ninked above figure painting and 
Ihrough it the Chinese expressed the 
coldness of the world. In a noble 
landscape, nature becomes a mirror of 
the mind of man. 

"Water, mist and vapor play a great 
part In Chlne.se landscape painting," 
Air. Blni^'n^asserted and commented on 
the prevaiency of the dragon in Chin- 
ese art, the speaker sitated that the 
animal Is not the same as the Euro- 
pean dragon but Is a subject for art. 

After a brief summary of the third 
period of Chinese art, Mr. Binyon 
summed up his subject, "Whatever the 
limitations of Chine-se painting, no one 
can deny Its art." he concluded. 

Prof. William Carless presided at 
the meeting.

Under the.se clrcumalnncea the own- 
era fell that they could ho longer 
çrant the .s.'imc wages as llicy had 
done in the dny.s of the industry's pros- 
perity and thus began thi» long ser- 
ies of disputes which eventually led 
to the gretil eonl minera strike. Mr. 
Cook here enters upon the scene nnd 
hla fumoua Kl<»ga.n "Not a penny of tho 
liay, not ii minute on tho day" soon 
became famous. Tho strike was tho 
bitterest over experienced in the his- 
tory of tho induslr)', and wns only 
practically terminated within the last 
few day.s, nuicli to tho disgust (if our 
friend "Kmfieror Cook", who immcil- 
lutcly took to his bed on hcarlnK.thc 
and news of the miners return to work. 

Tho report of the S.a.muel Commis- 
sion was also diacufiacd at length by 
I'oinbcrton, and also the various sug- 
Kcstiona for the conciliation of work- 
ers and i>wners. On November Jllli of 
this year a now confeionce was ar- 
ranged with the delegates of tho min- 
ers. This conference wns empowered 
to discuaa the subject ot terms of 
wages and hours. The Miners Federa 
tlon did its utmost to iironioto. the im 
mediate resumption of workers to their 
jobs by moans of district settlements. 

At tho conclusion ot Pembcrton's 
speech, I>r. Leacuck In a brief .addireaa 
wolcoinod all the now mcinhera (o the 
club, and was very optimistic of Its 
future success. At this point the meet- 
ing wa.s adjourned for refreahmenls. 
and a spirited discussion followed.
